for vehicular wndpedestrian ‘traffic, to 
operate at all junctions and cross’streets 
Lin=thescity where-the-traffic is heaviest 
Land most congested, is to come into force 
within the next. week or two, and it is 
hoped ‘that.'the innovation which has now. 
“been” agreed upon by the Civic Guard 
authorities and the City Commissioners 
will considerably relieve the ¢ontinually 
occurring traffic jambs and reduce the 
period of the delays and holds-up which 
at present take place in many of the 
principal arteries of the city. 

At the junction of Westmoreland street 
and O'Connell Bridge traffic blocks 
occur every few minutes, and the idea 
is to thin out as much as possible 
the flow of traffic as it comes down West- 
moreland street and approaches the 
corner at Aston’s quay. This stream of 
trafic will, under the new regulations, 
form two separate lines, those proceeding 
ever the Bridge-or turning to the right 
for Burgh quay or Eden quay will keep 
in a line nearest the inward bound tram 
track, while those whose intention it is to 
go into Aston’s quay will keep in a line 
nearest the footway... When the signal 
‘‘ stop’? is given by the pointsman the 
only line of traffic to stop is that nearest 
the tram line, the second line is to filter 
into the flow of traftic crossing from 
D'Olier  strect and Burgh quay into 
Aston’s quay. 


WHITE -LINES. 


Lines of white studs showing the 
divisions between tho lines of traffic and 
the parts of the streets where pedestrians 
are to cross will be inserted in the pave- 
ment to indicate the position which 
traffe is to take when approaching these 
céntrol “points, and if, motorists and 
pedestrians follow ‘this procedure it will 
not only be to their own particular 
benefit in getting out of such jatibs with 
the least possible delay, but will contri- 
bute- considerably to the casement of all 
traffic. It will also materially’ aid the 
pointsmen, to whose valuable help and 
consideration ‘all motorists are indebted. 
The duties these officers perform-are most 
exacting and very onerous, and that they 
perform them successfully is testified to 
by the fact of the few accidents occurring 
in the yicinity in which they are on duty. 
The more help these officers receive from 
the motoring community the pleasanter 
and safer will traffic conditions in the 
city be.

It has 
been established that the introduction 
of.a new set of plugs every 10,000 miles 
restore power and speed and pay for 
themselves many times‘over in the petrol 
and oil saved. , 

During a season’s driving of 10,000 
miles each plug fires over 20,000,000 
times in a four-cylindered engine. It is. 
therefore, inevitable that wear must. re- 
sult from such. tremendons repetition. of 
effort. The electrodes become pitted and 
corroded and “the insulator carbonised, 
and. the result is that. thó current. ts 
diffused and thé spark ‘weakened... Burn- 
ing of the gas is much ‘slower and--only 
partially completed. Power is, therefore, 
lost and fuel wasted; the car becomes 
sluggish and slow to accelerate. . 

With a. perfect gap. setting, which, ..15,

approaching its maximum power at all 
speeds, and any. departure from that 
standard has the effect of either weaken- 
ing or enriching the mixture, and will 
cause more petrol to be used per mile. 
Moreover, it is prone to result in over- 
heating. | 

Another fallacy which exists is that the 
greatest power development of an engine 
Is secured at any time with a fully opened 
carburetter throttle. The fact is that a 


widely opened throttle when the engine 


is running at medium or low speeds pre- 
vents the maximum power from being 
developed, for it tends. to weaken the 
mixture. Thus, when hill-climbing, it is 
of advantage gradually to allow the 
throttle to move partially towards its 
closed position as the engine speed falls.

slowly, and with the throttle one-third 
open,. the engine may actually ‘ choke " 
and stop if the accelerator is pressed hard 
down. ;

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QUO VADIMUS? 


HE REV. DR. ROBERT UH. 

MURRAY is no stranger to Irishmen, 
who will welcome from his pen the two 
vo‘umes of Studies in the English Social 
and Political Thinkers of the Nineteenth 
Century, which he offers now to the public. 
They form a major work. In twenty-one 
essays he sulveys the whole range of 
thinkers from Malthus to Ramsay Mac- 
donald ; the lesser lights are grouped about 
their stars. The mere student of letters 
is entranced by the light that Dr. 
Murray throws on the romantic movement 
and the ‘purpose novels. Indeed, he may 
give a new lease of life’ to Charles 
Kingsley and the political novels. of 
Disraeli, | 

His method is provocative rather tha 
didactic. With Malthus he posits the 
essential problem that lies at the root of 
economic questions, that of population in 
relation to production ; and the note struck 
by Malthus reverberates its warning at 
every stage. He allows to emerge the two 
main channels «long which solutions have 
been sought, the utilitarian and the 
organic, and those exhibited in the be- 
ginning of the century by Bentham: and 
Balerides and at the century’s end by 
Webb and Ramsay Macdonald. We: see 
how Bentham tends towards a static 
Utopia, and prefers a dominance of the 
people after that of the middle classes 
as opposed to a hegemony of the nation. 
We learn the manner in which his 
successors, such as Mill and Austin, en- 
deavoured to escape from these grooves, 
leaning more and more to the position which 
is to be taken up with positive vigour by the 
Tory demccratic school with its stressing 
of an aristocratic Government, vividly 
conscious of its duties, and of an 
imperialism, based not upon interest, but 
upon community of spiritual content. To 
this sche.l the heart of the author in- 
clines, and the apostle of it, whose spirit 
shines through ail the tanglewood of ideas, 
is Edmund Burke. | 

The problems which were prosent after 
the Napoleonic Wars are present after the 
Great War. The need to balance agricul- 
ture and industry In the State is urged by 
Malthus. The spirit-of Bentham, ready 
to devise a constitution as easily for India 
as for the next parish, has something to 
say to our Indian difficulties. In his 
discussion of the Manchester School the 
author again underlines for to-day the 
fact that its theory is static. A previous 
age had founded industrial prosperity on 
protection ; the a ‘tators for latssez faire 
could throw away their crutches, but not 
Again, he shows that 
the very weapon, the use of which Cobden 
shared with O’Connell, was a weapon laid 
as the root of parliamentary authority, 
which has been used recently in the general] 
strike. 

Questions such us the possibility of a 
religious attitude to the State, as Mr. 
Pearson envisages; the stagnation of life 
under democratic majority rule, as Maine 
conceives likely ; the danger to government 
of irreconcilable opinion, and the possible 
clash between democracy and a socialism, 
which may become a dragooning of 
opinion by experts in the bureauz, are 
mooted. It is suggested clearly that 
Christian Socialism, which works in 
Arnold, Ruskin and Kingsley, exponents 
of self-devotion, of bread, butter and 
beauty, and of active reform in 
matters under the hand, ranks more 
readily with national democracy than 
with popular — socialism. {It seems 
to appeal as strongly to Ramsay Mac- 
donald as it did to Burke that the final 
foundation for the roof-tree of the State 
must be the character of the people. 
Perhaps, the studies of greatest import to 
the theme, which the author urges rather 
than obtrudes, are those of Maine and 
T. H. Green, the former of which, with 
its discussion of Brehon laws and the 
value of Irish history for the solution of 
the question of nobility in Europe, wil] be 
of particular interest here. 

These volumes are of the first value and 
ought to find their way to the shelves of 
any person who desires to make his way 
to a conception of the modern State and 
his duties tn tt; they have their message 
for the teacher and the student, the man 
of business and the man of affairs.

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| contents of this stout volume in a satis- 
factory caption. Undoubtedly, the author 
has fixed upon the best title for the book. 

To those interested in the question of 
work will prove to be a treasure. Professor 
Oesterreich was faced by a most difficult 
task, and we must admit that he has 
handled it in a scholarly and masterly 
fashion. Indeed, we may call this work 
a history of the subject. By this ex- 
pression we do not mean a chronological 
arrangement of bygone notions about 
‘* possession,” but a ful! scientific survey 
of the subject under consideration. An 
indication of the plan of his survey will 
clarify our meaning. 

The book is in two parts. Part I. deals 
with “The Nature of the State of 
Possession.’” Among its. chapters are 
those in which are treated “ The External 
Signs of Possession,’’. ' The Subjective 
the Possessed,’’ and “ The 
Genesis and Extinction of Possession— 
Exorcism.’’ Part II occupies the major 
portion of the book, and is entitled “' The 
Distribution of Possession and its Import- 
ance, from the Standpoint of Religious 
Psychology.’’ Of this part the chapters 
set forth ‘‘ The Spontaneous Possession 
Amongst Primitive Kaces,’’ “ Spon- 
taneous Possession in the Higher 
Civilisations,’’ ‘‘ Artificial and Voluntary 
Possession Amongst Primitive. Peoples,’’ 
“The Shamahism of the North Asiatic 
Peoples-in its Relation to Possession,’’ 
and “ Artificial and Voluntary Possession 
Amongst the Higher Civilisations.’’ 

From this statement of contents the 
ceneral public will realise the scientific 
character of the volume, but it will ‘be 
well advised not to conclude that only a 
student of psychology or a scholar may 
find. pleasure and profit in, its perusal. 
On the contrary, any person of reasomable 
intelligence can read it with ease, and, 
as we believe, can learn a great deal from 
it. The reading matter is simple. We 
agree thoroughly with the words of the 
translator’s note: “ The subject treated is 
a very fascinating one to the general 
reader, as well as to the student of 
nsvcholory and ethnology.”” We would 
add that the translator (Mr. D. Ibherson, 
M.A., Oxon.), himself is much to be con- 
cratulated for the easy style of his version.

T last we have read a novel which is 
neither a war book nor a love story, 
and really possesses aliquid novi, Its 
rather tremendous title is “I am 
Jonathan Scrivener,’’ and, suitably 
enough, the hero does not make his 
appearance in person until: the last 
sentence. The tale is mysterious without 
a mystery, a vast question without an 
answer, yet leaves us with the conviction 
that an answer is there, if only we had 
the wit to perceive it.

"BUS PROSECUTIONS.

250 CASES BEFORE THE COURT 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) : 

Mr. J. J. Walshe, proprietor of the Dublin 
‘Bus Company, was defendant in a number of 
cases for overcrowding of omnibuses. In 
some cases he was fined 5s. and in others 10s., 
and in one case 20s., the amount of the fines 
depending on the extent of the overcrowding. 
In a number of cases the same defendant was 
given the benefit of the Probation Act. . 

Mr. Walshe said that he had given in- 
structions against. overcrowding to his con- 
ductors, and had found it necessary to dis- 
miss two for acting ‘against his orders. In 
fairness to the conductors, however, it should 
be borné in mind that, particularly in the 
morning, when people were hurrying to busi- 
ness, it was very hard to prevent some 
people, for whom there was no seating ac- 
commodation, from entering the "buses. He 
felt that to have two or three people stand- 
ing in a "bus in such circumstances did not 
constitute overcrowding. 

The Justice said that people were com- 
plainirig of the practice of overcrowding of 
these *buses. The safety of the public should 
be considered. 

There were, in all, 249 "bus cases before the 
Court, and it was necessary to have three 
Justices. engaged to dispose of them.

Geese. 


A friend who lived in the West of Ire- 
land as a child, remembers the unpleasant 
sight of geese being plucked alive; but in 
those days when goose feathers were in 
such great demand Ireland was only one 
among many countries where this bar- 
barous practice was common. Most 
geese were plucked twice a year with un- 
failing regularity, and a feeble excuse has 
been offered for the custom in the fact that 
a goose plucks down from her own breast 
to cover her hatching eggs when she leaves 
the nest. In England, during the 
seventeenth century geese were shorn as 
sheep are now, and so great was the de- 
mand for quill pens in the fifteenth 
century that by Royal Command, six wing 
feathers were plucked from every goose 
in England and given to the King, so 
that he, at any rate, should not come 
short of writing materials. Many historic 
documents were signed with a quill pen, 
and Themas Jefferson used one when he 
put his name to the Declaration of 
Independence. Men of all ages have been 
deeply indebted to the goose; for, as well 
as Jaying a golden egg, and cackling to 
warn the people of Rome of the approach 
of the Gauls, they have supplied delicious 
food, the materials for feather beds, and 
have furnished the arrows with which 
man defended himself from his enemies 
before gunpowder was used. 


Nest-Building De Luxe. 


There resided at one time in Westmeath 
an exceedingly eccentric gentleman who 
found himself put considerably about by 
the noises made in thé trees adjoining his 
house when the rooks were building. 
After some deliberation he decided that 
the nuisance might be abated if the rooks 
were eased of the necessity to search for 
the twigs and moss for their dwellings. 
He, therefore, gave orders to his men to 
collect these materials, a business which 
took them three weeks. When the moss 
and kippeens had been got together, one 
of the men urged that having gone so 
far they might obviate all noise if they 
built the rooks’ nests for them. The 
master was delighted by the reasonable- 
ness and originality of this notion and 
put the matter in hands. 
of a week the rooks were astonished to 
find their branches occupied by labourers 
in high good humour singing as they laced 
together the birds’ habitations, while the 
whole countryside rocked with amusement 
and waited with curiosity on the results 
ofthe experiment. Alas! the birds proved 
ingrates. They refused to make use of the 
nests provided for them, and made as 
much noise and haggling over the demo- 
lition of them to re-build as ever they 
had done.

Meteoric Phenomena. 


Meteors are not particularly abundant 
in March, and even if meteor-showers 
occur their maxima may not fall within 
hours permitting observation, On the 
14th there is a good deal of meteoric 
activity: though the chief maximum 
occurs about 5.30 p.m, there ave secondary 
ones at 10h. and on the following morn- 
ing about 2h. On the morning of the 
vernal equinox there is also 2 meteor 
shower with maxima just after midnight 
and at 5 a.m. There are several maxima 
on the night of March 22nd between 8.30 
and 10.30, and a larger one at 2.40 a.m. 
on the 23rd. Maxima occurs also on the 
26th at 8 p.m. and after midnight, and 
at 4.30 on the following morning. There 
is a secondary display on the following 
evening. There are minor showers: be- 
ginning about 4.30 p.m. on the 28th and 
at 9.45 p.m. on the 30th. 


“Che British Poets.” 


A centenary which book-loving Scotsmen 
celebrated the other day was that of the 
death of Dr. Robert Anderson, the very 
industrious editor of ‘‘ The British Poets,’’ 
which he published in thirteen volumes 
between 1795 and 1807 

Irishmen, as well as Scotsmen, have 
some cause to remember Anderson for the 
encouragement and help he gave the 
youthful Thomas Campbell, who wrote 
“ There came to the beach a poor exile of 
Erin.” Campbell is best esteemed nowa- 
days for his authorship of “ Lord Ullin’s 
Daughter,’’ ‘Ye Mariners of England,’’ 
and ‘‘ The Pleasures of Hope,” but in his 
youth he had a good deal of sympathy 
with the United Irishmen, and is said to 
have mixed with them in their exile on the 
Continent. 

Campbell first went to Edinburgh in 
1797, when he was twenty, and showed Dr, 
Anderson some verses he had written as 
a tutor in the obscurity of Muil a couple 
of years earlier, Anderson game him his 
warm friendship, and at once proclaimed 
Campbell’s promise as a poet. Then he 
introduced him into Edinburgh’s literary 
circles, advised him on the publication of 
“ The Pleasures of Hope,” and well de- 
served Campbell’s dedication in that poem. 

For several years Anderson edited 
The Edinburgh Magazine, afterwards in- 
corporated in The Scots’ Magazine, and 
from 1784, when he gave up medical 
practice, busied himself with literary work 
until his death in 1830, 

QUIDNUNC, 
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the lecturer pointed out that there was no 
reciprocity between Spain and Great Britain, 
and, therefore, no opening for British doc- 
tors, unless they qualified in Spain, and in 
South America they would need to qualify 
in one of the Republics in order to practise 
there.

BRITISH ARTISTS’ EXHIBITIONS. 


Accompanied by a map which summarises 
the record of the movement since its incep- 
tion, and reproductions of the more popular 
works shown in British art exhibitions 
during 1929, the third annual report of 
“British Artists’ Exhibitions’’ tells of 
greater achievements than ever before having 
been realised. Discussing the reception given 
exhibitions of British work on the Continent, 
the report states: ‘‘ The effect on Swedish 
opinion was profound.’’ But the organisers 
are concerned even ag much, if not more, with 
the campaign at home, It is their object to 
disseminate the idea of art among the genera! 
ublic, to which @ picture still suggests a 
arge canvas for exhibition in a public 
gallery, and makes the picture an adornment 
for every home; and progress has been made, 
particularly in Glasgow, where, spurred by 
the good example of Prince George, who 
pee four works after opening the ex- 
vibition there last year, the citizens bought 
up no fewer than 125 works, which heats the 
a gage held by Manchester of 95 works 
gold.

J. J. Horgan, of Cork, who was a welcome 
cuest in the city, said that it was perfectly 
absurd to have a tariff wall—in a smal] 
country like Ireland—between the North 
and South, and most people will agree 
with him. In the long run business 
principles will defeat the politicians. 


DISSATISFIED AND SURPRISED, 


The Belfast Board of Guardians has 
expressed its “ great dissatisfaction and 
surprise ” at the action of the Ministry 
of Finance in refusing to sanction a loan 
of £21,000 required to carry out certain 
improvements in connection with the in- 
stitution, although the works suggested 
have already been approved bv the 
Ministry of Home Affairs. The subject 
was discussed at the meeting of the Board 
this week, and a letter was draited pro- 
testing against the decision of the Finance 
Ministry, Mr. John Wilson, J.P., pointing 
out that it was the considered policy of 
the Guardians in existing circumstances 
to carry out all essential works, so that, 
while effecting improvements, they might 
assist in providing as much additional 
work as possible. 

The reason given by the Ministry for 
refusing the loan was that “ as the Board 
of Guardians administered the Poor Law 
Acts in an area with a valuation of over 
£1,800,000, the borrowing of comparatively 
small amounts for a long term of years 
would appear to be unnecessary.’’ This, 
however, did not appeal to the Guardians 
as a valid reason, more particularly as 
the imposing of additional rates on the 
already overburdened citizens would be 
a very unpopular policy in these times oi 
depression. 

Strangely enough, at the same meeting 
a letter was received from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, urging the Guardians to 
promote public utility schemes for the 
provision of employment for the work- 
less. There would appear to be force in 
the statement made by the Minister of 
Finance recently that no money could be 
spared for new schemes without additional 
taxation.

NOTED CZECHO-.SLOVAK 
NOVELIST. 


The greatest modern Czecho-Slovak novelist, 
Alois Jirasek, has just passed away at the 
age of seventy-nine vears. He has meant as 
much to the Czecho-Slovak nation as Sir 
Walter Seott did to the English. No one 
else has contributed as much to the know- 
ledge of Czecho-Slovak history; no one was 
so successful in depicting the spirit of the 
past of the Czecho-Slovak nation as Jirasek 
did in his numerous historical works. The 
strong Hussite movement in the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries he pictures in his 
hooks entitled "In the Midst of the 
Streams,’’ “* Against the Whole World ’’ and 
“ Brotherhood.”” The gloom which befell 
Bohemia in the first half of the eighteenth 
century he describes in his ‘‘ Darkness,” and 
the national revival at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century in his ‘‘ F. L. Vek.” 


READ IN THE TRENCHES. 


During the Great War his books were 
carried around the world in the knapsacks of 
the Czech legionaries, and were read in the 
trenches of Russia, France and Italy, in the 
forests of Siberia, and in the transports on 
the Pacific Ocean, when the Czech troops 
which had fought with the Allies returned 
home. 

In the first half of April, 1918, when the 
German armies attacked the West front of 
the Allies with all their might, Jirasek com- 
posed and read, as a spokesman of the whole 
nation, a solemn oath at a meeting in 
Prague, which penetrated into even the 
remotest villages. This oath stated ;---'' We 
stand here firmly convinced of the ultimate 


victory of Justice, of the victory of Truth 
ever Falsehood and Deceit. . ,”

NO GOOD WORD FOR THE HERON. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) moved that 
herons be deleted from the first schedule. He 
said that they were very destructive birds 
to fisheries, eating not only the fish, but the 
spawn. 

Mr. O’MAHONY (Govt., Wicklow) said 
that there was no doubt that these birds did a 
great amount of damage. and, as the fishing 
industry was growing in importance everv 
year, 10 was of public importance that herons 
should not be included in the list of protected 
birds. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY accepted the 
amendment, remarking that he had never 
heard a good word spoken about the heron. 
He added that he had consulted a number 
of naturalists. and would probably move to 
exclude certain other birds. including the 
bullfinch, on the report stage. This. althouch 
a very beautiful bird, was very destructive 
In the garden. The grey tit, he was in. 
lormed, killed hees on the wing, and he would 
ask that this bird also be not protected. 

Major WOLFE (Govt.. Kildere) pleaded 
for the bullfinch. stating that if he destroved 
currant buds, he brought colour Lo the 
garden. He would prefer to see his currant 
trees destroved rather than that the bull- 
finches should go. 

Mr. DOYLE (Lab.) moved an amendment 
excluding the bullfinch, goldfinch and 
linnet from the first schedule, and said that 
the people who made a living out of the sale 
of these birds were concerned very much in 
the matter of their protection. He asked the 
House not to take the means of livelihood 
from them. 

TWO FEATHERED “SUSPECTS.” 

Mr. FITZGERALD - KENNEY said that 
the amendment placed him in an awkward 
position. He agreed that the bullfinch should 
be excluded, but did not agree that the gold- 
finch and linnet should go, so he would have 
to vote against it. 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
appeal to Mr. Doyle to amend his amendment 
by confining it to bullfinches, and said that 
bird-catchers were not responsible for the 
scarcity of wild birds, which were preyed 
upon bp such birds as the rook and the mag- 
pie. If they wanted to preserve birds of the 
desirable type they should make war on the 
birds of the undesirable type. 

Mr. DOYLE said that the hard winter of 
last year killed more small birds than bird- 
catchers would catch in twenty years. The 
people who were crying out now about the 
beautiful birds made no attempt to come to 
their rescue then. He protested that the time 
of the House should not be occupied discuss- 
ing a measure of the kind when there was so 
much destitution and unempios mont among 
the people. sy tt

“CONSPIRACY TO OVER- 

THROW THE STATE.”’ 

Mr. FITZGERALN-KENNEY, Munister 
for Justice, infermed Mr. Cooney (Fianna 
Fail, Dublin, N.) that the offices of the Irish 
Labour Defence League, in the Engineers’ 
Hall, 6 ‘tardiner’s row, Dublin, had been 
frequented by a group of persons who were 
known to be active menibers of an organisa- 
tion which had for its object the overthrow 
by armed force of the existing State.

AN APPEAL FOR £6,000. 


—_—_—--- 


Professor John Joly, D.8c.,  F.R.8., 
F.,T.C.D. (President), at the annual meeting 
of the Royal Dublin Society, which was held 
yesterday at Ballsbridge, appealed to the 
mublic to help the Society in raising £12,000 
for a supply of radium for the Society's 
Radium Institute. 

The Society had, he said, founded the 
Radium Institute many years ago, and since 
then the demand had imcreased enormously. 
“ We have,” he continued, ** no further funds 
than those we started with, except that within 
the last week or fortnight—durmig which we 
were endeavouring to put before the Council 
how best we could increase our stock of 
radium—we have been guaranteed £2 000. 

FIGHT AGAINST CANCER. 

“TL is within the knowledge of many that 
the use of radium has been developing, and 
practitioners to-day get ha valuable results 
In the case oí that dread disease, cancer, 
that most of us hear a good deal about. 
of Ireland, and we are worse off in our pos- 
session of radium than many of the second- 
rate hospitals in London, We want a sufficient 
sum of money to increase our stock of 
radium. It means a matter of about £12,000, 
and if we could only bring the importance 
of the thing home to everybody in this 
country who has sympathy with sorrow and 
suffering, it would be nothing in the way of 
a subscription. 

EARLY TREATMENT. 

“ Any medical man will tell you that in the 
case of cancer everything depends on early 
treatment. We are in this position in Dublin, 
that the doctors who treat this dread 
disease come to us for radium, and we are 
compelled to say ‘ we have not got it.” They 
are put off week aiter week, while their 
patients are dying, or death is certain before 
we can supply the radium. I think you will 
agree that the position is one that we can 
sympathise with, ‘This disease is increasing 
enormously for some unknown ‘reason. The 
method of dealing with it, the method that 
is now in use—Í think I might say with 
absolute safetv—was evolved in the first year 
of the existence of our Institute. It was 
followed up and brought to perfection in our 
Institute. (Hear, hear.) I think I can claim 
that that method is now used by physicians all 
over the world. 

“ 1 have some reason to think that it may 
be possible to go one betier, and deal with 
cases which still seem mere intractable than 
those we have already dealt with. (Applause. ) 

A CLAIM ON THE PUBLIC. 

“ With that treatment before us, and its 
history, I really think we have a claim on 
the public. We simply cahnot meet the wants 
of physicians. Day aiter day precious time 
in saving patients’ lives is being lost. 

“We, at present, are entering upon the 
raising of a guarantee fund, and what we pro 
pose to do is to raise a fund approximately 
of £6,000. We hope to go to the members 
of the Society and to the public and say that 
for every £1 you subscribe we will give £i, 
up to £6,000. If we succeed, we will be able 
to get the radium thdt we so badly want 
The Council of the Royal Dublin Society has 
guaranteed £1,000, and my friend, Sir Join 
Purser Griffith, with is usual  large- 
heartedness, has offered another £1,000, 
while a gentleman from abroad, whom 
I do not know, has promised £1,000. We 
want £6,000 before we can go forward 
with the guarantee. This radium is for the 
benefit of the peop.e of the whole oi Ireland, 
and I do hope that this Institute, which 1s 
very dear to my heart, will get the necessary 
supply of radium to relieve and cure those 
suffering from the disease of cancer,” 
(Applause. )

HORSE SHOW. 


-——-—— 
A GREAT SUCCESS. 

Professor Hackett, proposing the adoption 
of the report, said that the year under 
review had been a notable one in many ways. 
With six nations competing in the military 
jumping competitions at the Horse Show it 
had been given aa international character, 
whilst the attendance had numbered over 
100,000. The Spring Show was rapidly vying 
with the Horse Show im the matter oí 
attendance. 

He then referred to the report, emphasising 
the important work done by the laboratory, 
which issued 14,730 millicuries of radium 
emanation during the year. This waa the 
largest quantity that had ever been iss@ed in 
a year, and represented about the mammum 
available from the stock of radium im the 
Society's possession. 

INCREASED MEMBERSHIP. 

Referring generally to the work of the 
Society, he recalled a meeting of the Society 
held in the early twenties, when Judge W ylie 
visualised a big increase in the membership, 
—which many of them received with 
doubt. In that year the membership 
was 35,000, while to-day it was 9,000 
Of 600 members elected in the last two years 
400 came from a radius ten miles outside 
Dublin. Such progress was most encourag- 
ing, and they were really becoming more and 
more a soci@ty for all Ireland. Their pros- 

rity was in a great measure due to the 
ie hy who had piloted the Society 
through much troubled waters. The citizens 
of Dublin had also helped the Society through 
the dark years, and took a great pride in it, 
while the agriculturalists of Jlreland had 
helped them to make the Spring Show, 
which now rivals the Horse Show. Their 
prosperity involved further tasks upon 
them. The Society was incorporated 
for the advancement of agriculture and other 
branches of industry, science and art, and 
these subjects were having the serious atten- 
tion of the Council at present. Next year the 
Society would celebrate its bi-centenary, and 
then they would be able to take stock, and 
see exactly how the Society had done iis 
work for the past two hundred years. (Hear, 
hear.) 

A BRILLIANT RECORD. 

Mr. P. J. Brady, seconding, said that the 
report added one more chapter to the 
brilliant record of the Society, but, unfor- 
tunately, it was somewhat dimmed by the 
deaths of several of their members. Death 
had made many gaps in their ranks. They 
lest their President, who had oceupied.

tinction; Mr. Leonard Poe and Professor 
Parser. They had now a President, Professor 
Joly, under whose guidance the Soviety would 
be perfectly safe. He was associated inti- 
mately with the development of radivm, and 
had contributed greatly to the relief of suffer- 
ing humanity by his achievements in their 
Institute, which was now recegnised in every 
part of the world. (Appiause.) . 

With Mr. Bohane, their able Director, as 
his right-hand man, they need have no tear 
of the future of the Society. 

The report was adopted. 

MEMBERSHIP COMPLETE. | 

The report stated that the number of 
annual members has been maintained at 
8,000, the limit imposed by the bye-laws, and 
there was a list of candidates awaiting 
election. A few vacancies still exist in the 
life membership list, which is limited to 
1,000. 

The Council have approved of recommenda- 
tions to provide further accommodation, as 
the present requirements are taxing the 
premises to their utmost. ; 

The financial statement showed a credit 
balance of £19,204 on the year’s working, 
which is being expended tn additional! 
buildings.

even to tell Parliament whether or 
not he proposed to retain these duties after 
Budget day. The Conservative leader 
made some telling points. He accused the 
‘Government of insularity in all its works, 
and blamed Mr. Snowden in particular 
for his stubborn. adherence to the 
principles of free trade. His speech was 
frankly protectionist. He asserted that, 
withoht protective duties, Great Britain 
could have no economic bargaining power 
as against other nations. The Labour 
Government was sacrificing-national and 
imperial interests on the altar of a

Victorian theory, and it had created a 


condition of affairs in Great. Britain in 
which uncertainty was hampering in- 
dustry at every turn, Mr. Baldwin’s 
attack on the Government might have 
been more effective if the result of 


his vote. of censure had not been a 
foregone conclusion.

Snowden, especially as Mr. Baldwin had 
chosen the protectionist issue as the basis 
of his charge; and, conseguently, the 
debate was unreal. 

Mr. Snowden is a ready debater, and 
he shifted the ground of the discussion by" 
an indignant defence of the Chancellor’s 
right to refuse to disclose his Budget 
secrets. He attributed the existing con- 
dition of the Jabour market to three 
causes—the over-production of primary 
commodities, the recent. “ crash ’’ on. Wall 
street, and the policy of the Conservative 
Government. He dismissed Mr. Baldwin’s 
argument about ‘‘ safeguarding’’ by the 
forceful, if rather irrelevant, statement 
that only three per cent, of the workers 
of Great Britain were employed in the 
“ safeguarded ’’ trades—thus hinting that 
the presert Government would get rid of 
the existing duties at the earliest possible 
moment. In the absence of Mr. Lloyd 
George, Sir Herbert Samuel, on behalf of 
the Liberals, endorsed the Chancellor’s 
point of view; and after Mr. Winston 
Churchill, who survived some hard knocks 
from Mr. Snowden, had enjoyed himself 
in a revel of shetorical pyrotechnics. 
the debate ‘ended tamely, giving the 
Government a comfortable majority. 
There was little sting in the Opposition’s 
offensive. Obviously, neither the Con- 
servatives nor the Liberals had the least 
desire to defeat the Government, thereby 
precipitating a general election within a 
month of Budget day. Naturally, Mr. 
Snowden took the fullest advantage of 
this fact. He refused to make the smallest 
concession to his critics, with the result 
that he has secured from the House of 
Commons an apparent mandate for the 
further prosecution of his fiscal policy. 

There is a close analogy between tl:e 
position of the Liberals in the House of 
Commons and that of the Independents in 
Dail Eireann. Both parties are keeping 
minority Governments in power. At any 
moment the Liberals could ally them- 
selves with the Conservatives and defeat 
the Socialists, just. as the little band of 
Independents in the Dáil, by coalition 
with Fianna Fail and Labour, could send 
Mr, Cosgrave packing. In each case, 
however, the burden of responsibility is 
exceedingly heavy, The Liberals in the 
House of Commons may not like Mr. 
Macdonald’s Government, but they like 
the Conservatives even less.

Radium, however, is as costly as it 1s 
precious, said Dr. Joly, 
physicians came to the Institute's doors 
for the relief that would bring life to their 
dying patients, but were turned away with 
empty hands because the needed radium 
could not be spared. Cancer is taking 
a constantly increasing toll of human lie, 
and all the resources of medical science are 
at war with this scourge of the nations. 
It is lamentable, therefore, that the body 
which supplies the needs of all Ireland 
is ‘*‘ worse off in radium than many 
second-rate London hospitals.’’ The con- 
sequences of this lack will be even more 
serious if the Institute’s pathologists are 
justified in their hope, at which Professor 
Joly hinted, that they may be able to 
improve the treatment of cases which now 
seem to be intractable. Dublin would 
have additional redson for congratulation 
it her sons should win this fresh and 
glorious laurel. The immediate problem, 
however, is to devise a means by which 
the Institute may continue its good work. 
Unless curable patients are to be 
condemned to a life of torture, a greater 
supply of radium must be obtained. A 
sum of at least £12,000 is required, and 
the nobility of the object ought to ensure 
ready support from the public, The 
Royal Dublin Society is prepared to make 
a generous addition to its many services 
in humane causes. It will add one pound 
to every pound that is obtained by public 
subscription, so that. only £6,000 need be 
subscribed. Already one sympathiser 
has opened the fund with a _ gift 
of £1,000, to which the Society has 
added a similar sum. We hope 
that these generous examples will be 
followed by numerous, if less magnificent, 
subscribers; and here, perhaps, we may 
draw a moral, The Royal Dublin Society 
has preferred to appeal to humanity and 
patriotism rather than to the specious 
inducement of sweepstakes.

The World’s Timber. 


Mr. W. E. Hiley, speaking at the 
Imperial Forestry Institute at Oxford, 
brought a note of comfort to the vexed 
topic of the world’s timber supply. In 
his opinion, the rise in prices will 
produce. an increase of supply and a 
decrease of consumption. . From the 
angle of abstract economics this view 
is unassailable; but it is significant 
that Mr. Hiley expresses grave concern 
lest the present thoughtlessness with 
which trees are felled in Britain and 
America—while no adequate provision’ is 
made for reafforestation—may outstrip 
the operation of economic consequence, 
Persons who have lived in the East, where 
forestry still is among the leading pro- 
fessions, know very well that those vast 
boles of teak from which dining-tables 
capable of seating eighteen people were 
cut only eighty years ago may not be 
found to-day in all Burma. Such losses 
to the world’s supply, if they are not 
irremediable, can be repaired only by a 
tardy lapse of time. As Mr. Hiley said, 
‘the number of species which can be 
grown in any particular district is limited 
by soil and climate.” Nature, by her 
grim’ Jaw, which ever winnows out the 
weak, has decreed that the most valuable 
timber shall be that of the slow-growing 
tree. Teak and oak are outstanding 
examples, We agree whole-heartedly 
with Mr. Hiley when he says that “' the 
subject of forest economics has never 
received the amount of attention which it 
merits.’’ Too often those who, by the 
accident of birth or the inspiration of a 
moment, have found themselves in posses- 
sion of standing timber worth a king's 
ransom have yielded to the impulse that 
usually overcomes the winners of sweep- 
stakes. They have felled without thought 
for the morrow. We regret, therefore, 
that Mr. Hiley. even if his general 
optimism has foundation in fact, should 
have promulgated it to the world. 
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France’s Rowing Challenge. 


The Seine, it seems, is jealous of the 
Thames. The waters, that flow past. the 
Ile de France, whatever memories they 
may possess of French history, can offer 
no thrill to’ the world comparable with 
that suggested by the words ‘* Putney to 
Mortlake.’’ We must applaud, therefore, 
the decision of the rowing authorities in 
Paris to promote races on the Seine 
against the Oxford and Cambridge 
University crews. While the annual 
contest. is being fought out under the 
auspices of the rival boat clubs and the 
Thames Conservancy on April 12th, two 
selected French crews will be competing 
in Paris for the honour of racing the 
winning University on April 19th. The 
losers will be matched against each other 
on the same day. Although it is probable 
that both English Universities will win 
easy victories, we must remember that 
only some twenty years ago international 
Rugby matches against France were little 
more than amusing “days out.’’ This 
vear at Belfast a French XV. showed that 
a Gallic challenge is no light matter; 
and it may be that in another decade 
French crews will succeed at Henley, where 
those of other nations have failed. During 
his reign Napoleon III. tried to popularise 
rowing, but in those days politics 
occupied French opinion to the exclusion 
of all other things. Now, France is 
becoming an adept at games, and this 
new venture will receive powerful support. 
The President of the Republic will watch 
the races, and elaborate arrangements 
have been made to entertain the Oxford 
and Cambridge men during their sojourn 
in the French capital. Rowing is among 
the purest cf sports, and we congratulate 
France on her courageous enthusiasm.

ARMY COUNCIL INSTRUCTIONS 

The Army Council has addressed to General 
Officers Commanding a letter containing 
Rules for the conduct of religious Services 
for the troops. 

These Rules are the result of the Govern- 
ment’s decision regarding the Services of In- 
tercession which are to be held on behalf of 
Russian Christians. It is pointed out that 
the letter has been issued ‘‘in order that 
there may be no doubt as to the interpreta- 
tion of the decisions of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment.’ The Rules are as follow :— 

(1) Services conducted by Army Chap- 
lains in barracks or garrison churches 
provided for the special use of troops out 
of public funds, and for which troops are 
compulsorily paraded. No intercessory 
pravers for Russian subjects are to be 
used, 

(2) In the case of Services in other 
places of worship, where troops. com- 
pulsorily paraded, are merged in the 
general congregation, exemption from 
attendance at Services at which such 
prayers are to be used will be granted to 
all those who so desire. 

(5) All ranks are free to attend any 
voluntary Services of an _ intercessory 
character, whether conducted by an 
Army Chaplain or not.

From Oung REPRESENTATIVE. 

There was scarcely a flutter of excite- 
ment in the Dail yesterday, although a 
large amount of business was done. Even 
questions shrank’ to the number of three, 
and there was not a single supplementary. 

There was a brief discussion on the 
fiith stage of the Military Service Pensions 
Bill, sluring which Mr. Aiken, on behalf 
of Fianna Fail, said that the people of 
this country were entitled. to know who 
were getting pensions under this bill; and 
Dr. Ward, of the same party, accused the 
Minister for Defence of adopting the 
principle that pensions could be awarded 
for other than military services. 

The Minister stated emphatically that 
he was not going to publish the 
names and addresses of pensioners who 
had served the State against anarchists, 
and thus be party to an attempt to wage 
a blackmail warfare against them. 

Fianna Fail challenged a division, but 
the bill was carried by 67 votes to 54. 


THE PROTECTION OF BIRDS. 

The Dail next turned to the Committee 
stage of the Wild Birds Protection Bull, 
on which My. Nolan proposed an amend- 
ment to reduce the minimum penalty for 
breach of provisions of the bill from one 
pound to one shilling. The Minister for 
Justice explained that the maximum 
penalty was very rarely inflicted, and Mr. 
Vincent Rice (Govt., Dublin, South) said 
that the tendency of the Justices was to 
be too lenient in regard to cases of crucity 
against animals. 

There was a good deal of talk about 
the use of birdlime, and several deputies 
protested against the cruelty inflicted on 
birds by this method of catching them, 
Dr. Ryan (Fianna Fail, Wexford) made 
the point that the bill left it open for 
faddisis and enthusiasts to stop and in 
terrogate perfectly innocent people, and 
to institute prosecutions, and they would 
become such a nuisance that life would 
become even more impossible in thi: 
country than it was at present. 

The Minister and the House generaly 
agreed that the section as it stood was 
oper to abuse, and it was according 
deleted from the bill. 


THE CASE OF THE HERON. 

In further discussion it transpired that 
not all the wild birds would have protec- 
tion. Herons came in for unanimous 
condemnation, the Minister admitting 
that he never heard a good word said 
about this bird. It was particularly 
harmful to the salmon and trout fisheries, 
and mainly for that reason the House 
agreed that it. would be no harm if the 
heron were exterminated. It is, there- 
fore, placed outside the pale. 

With it will be bracketed the bullfinch, 
which, because of its partiality for 
currants and fruit in the bud, had become 
a pest.

NEARLY A HUNDRED 
_ AMENDMENTS. 


LABOUR PARTY ADDS ITS 
QUOTA.

There will.. be. nearly one hundred 
amendments to the Greater Dublin Bill 
when the Committee stage is taken on 
March 26th. 

Already Fianna Fail deputies have put 
down some thirty amendments, and a 
number of Government deputies have 
handed in more, . Yesterday the Labour 
Party sent in its first batch of amend- 
ments, and more are being prepared. 

The Labour Party’s amendments deal 
mainly with the relations between the 
City Council and the City Manager, and 
are intended to secure the proper division 
of functions between the elected Council 
and the Manager. 

The amendments provide that the 
Manager will be the chief executive officer 
of the Council, and, except in respect to 
the reserved functions, the Council will 
act only through the Manager. 

Provision is made in the amendments 
for the attendance of the City Manager at 
all meetings of the Council, and he is 
given the right not only to speak, but 
to make suggestions to the Council. He 
will not, of course, have the right to vote. 


MAY MAKE FORMAL OBJECTION. 


If at any meeting of the Council a pro- 
posal is made which the Manager regards 
ws likely to prejudice the good govern- 
ment. of the area, the Manager will be 
entitled to make a formal objection, [If 
the Manager takes this course, the 
Council will be debarred from coming to 
any immediate decision, and will have to 
reconsider the matter at a future meet- 
ing, in order that the Manager's objection 
may be fully examined. The final de- 
cision, however, will rest with the elected 
Council. This suggestion is a radical 
departure from. the scheme of the bill, 
under which, in all matters outside the 
reserved functions, the Manager is 
subject to no control, except in so far 
_as the estimates adopted by the Council 
place:a limit on what the Manager may 
do. 

A further Labour Party. amendment 
requires the Manager not only to prepare 
the estimates, but to attach to them a 
schedule of appropriations, which will 
define the exact purposes on which money 
may be spent, and which can be altered 
only with the consent of the Council.

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In an edlioriai article The Temes. to- 
day observes :—The debate in the House of 
Commons yesterday centred upon two 
main questions. The first was whether the 
economic state and tendency of the world 
might conceivably produce a common 
readiness among British political parties 
to regard tariffs in these islands as 
legitimate experiments. The second was 
whether any consideration for the 
economic state of this country would 
induce Mr. Snowden to depart from the 
usual practice of reserving until! Budget 
day the disclosure of the fate of existing 
duties. 

Tt must be confessed that the matter 
and the manner of the answers. given by 
the Socialist and Liberal Parties to these 
questions made the debate profoundly 
disappointing. Mr. Baldwin, in an 
admirable speech, gave the House of 
Commons every chance to act as a Counci! 
of State by putting his case in analytical! 
and interrogative, rather than in critical 
form. He argued that. even when the 
present world-wide riot of economic 
nationalism was over, protective countries 
would react, not towards free trade, but 
towards. reciprocal tariff treaties, un- 
mitigated by most favoured nation clauses, 
and he asked whether this country would 
not then consider having tariffs of her 
own as the only means of participating in 
such treaties. 

He argued that a potent, perhaps an 
essential, guarantee of world peace would 
be lost if the bonds: of sentiment. uniting 
the Empire were to snap for want oí 
economic reinforcement, and he asked 
whether this country would not even 
consider tariffs if they proved the only 
means of forging that reinforcement. 


CHARGES NULLIFIED. . 

It is to be noted that this presentation 
of the Unionist case completely nullifies 
the charges usually brought against them 
that their fiscal policy is dictated by 
insular, or, at best; by imperial pride. 
Mr. Baldwin asks only that tariffs should 
be considered not as a dogma, but as an 
experiment, and he considers the experi- 
ment as a means of fostering, not only 
imperial, but foreign markets.

“FATHER” OF THE 


“HOUSE OF LORDS, 


A GREAT. SPORTSMAN, 
ow € As an 


We regret te announce that the Earl 
of Coventry died early. yesterday morning 
at Croom Court, Wertestershire. He had 
ill with heart ‘trouble for 
the past fortnight. Lord Coventry was well 
khown in Dublin, where he frequently 
attended the Royal Dublin Society s Horse 
Show, and sometimes acted as one ol the 
judges. 

The Earl of Coventry was the “ Father of 
the House of Lords,” and one of the most 
famous sportsmen in England, He would 
have been ninety two on May 9 next. It was 
in 1843, when. only five years old, that ho 
sudceeded his grandfather in the Earldom. 
He had thus held his peerage for the longest 
British history, breaking’ the 
record ” of the fifth Viscount Cullen, who 
held his title for eighty-six years and sixty- 
one days. Lord Coventry, who celebrated 
his diamond wedding five years ago, was the 
‘orand old man ” of Worcestershire, Ho was 
the last of the Peers who saw the late Aing 
Edward introduced to the House of Lords 
sixty years ago. 

George William Coventry-the family name 
coincitied with: the title—was educated ¢t 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, He was 
elected a member of the Jockey Ciub as lar 
back. as 1859, being the youngest man ever 
to be elected a Steward of the Jockey Club, 
and he enjoyed’ the friendship of the famous

HIS FIRST WIN. 

His colours —~brown jacket, blue cap-— were 
most popular wherever they were seen, and 
there was always a rousing cheer for Lord 
Coventry when one of his horses won. Lord 
Coventry won his first race at Reading in 
1859. In 1861 he won the Goodwood Plate 
with Elcho, and in 1864 the Cesarewitch with 
Phalestris. But his“ record *’-breaking per- 
formance was the winning of the Grand 
National in successive years—1864 and 1865, 
With the two sisters, Emblem and Emble- 
matic, both ridden by George Stevens, the 
most successful cross-country rider of his day. 
Lord Coventry had an even better steeple- 
chaser a few years later in Chimney Sweep, 
who won a number of big steeplechases before 
starting favourite for the Grand . National 
Unfortunately, -however, ‘the horse broke a 
fetlock in galloping over the road at Liver- 
pool before he had jumped a fence, 

In 1890, as a signal mark of favour, & race 
at the Royal Ascot Meeting was instituted in 
his honour (the Coventry Stakes), equal in 
prestige to the Woodcote at Epsom and the 
Champagne Stakes at¢Doncaster. Perhaps 
his greatest racing exploit was in 1923, when 
his horse Verdict beat the favourite for the 
Cambridgeshire; Epimard, which had secured 
as much publicity as an actress who has lost 
her jewels. Had Epinard won it would have 
taken half a millon sterling out of the 
country, 


A COUNTRY SQUIRE. 

Lord Coventry was one of the original 
founders of what Is now the National Hunt 
Committee, and was Senior Steward ef that 
body íor manv years. Lord Coventry wag 
the typical country squire, farming his own 
land in Worcestershire. It was characteristic 
of him that during the war “boom ” he did 
not sell an acre of his large holding por in- 
crease his tenants’ rent by'a shillmg. ~ He 
had heen Lord Lieutenant of the County 
from 1691 to 1925, and held many important 
positions in Worcestershire, including that of 
Chairman of the Quarter Sessions. Hunting 
was a passion with him. He founded the 
(Croome Hunt, and. unt) he had reas hed old 
age, hunted regularly with it. 
ord Coventry was fond «describing himself 
as a Tory and a Protestant He 
interest im polities, but he did not enter 
upon a political career. He entered the 
House of Lords when Palmerston was Prime 
Minister, and was given office by. Disraeli. 
Each of his offices was ornamental—Captain and 
Goldstick of the Corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms, 
1877-80 and 1880-85, and Master of the Buck- 
hounds, 1886-92 and 1895-1900. He was one 
of the oldest members of the Privy Council. 
Of the House of Lords he once said, “ I have 
still a good opinion of the wisdom and 
sagacity of that Chamber ' ; but he seemed to 
have little faith m the future of the land. 
“ I have been very much attached to farming, 
and am a great admirer of those who live on 
end by the land,” he said. ‘* Farmers faced 
with high wages and falling prices are con- 
fronted with difficult problems to-day, and 
what may happen in the future it is difficult 
tc foresee.”’ 

ESCAPES FROM DEATH. 

Lord Coventry had been “President of the 
M.C.C., and was keenly interested in cricket. 
He Was, too, a great lover of Dickens, and 
m his early days used to give readings from 
the novelist’s’ works. Phrec times Lord 
Coventry almost lost his life. In 1867 he 
was on a stand at Obeltenham which col- 
lapsed. Only by holding on id one of the 
pillars till a. ladder arrived was his life 
saved. When hunting “with his wife both 
suddenly landed into a quarry about twenty 
feet deep. They escaped yury, though 
Lady Coventry's horse: was killed. In 1923. 
while boat in Worcestershire. a bullet 
penetrated his car, just missing Lord 
Coventry. It was thought that someone had 
been practising near the read. Lord 
Coventry married, in 1869, Blanche, one of 
the four daughters of the second Earl ol 
Craven. When they celebrated their 
diamond wedding five vears ago: thirty. of 
their children and grandchildren came from 
as far as Canada to celebrate the occasion, 

Lord Coventry once gave as his recipe. for 
marital happiness the advice, ‘always 
“ppreciate one another's hikes. and ever 
quarrel.’" “* Fresh air, a country life and 
enty of hunting “” was his recipe fora tong 
ife. When he was eighty-nine he ' said: 
‘* You need not think me at all wonderful. 
[ have tivedd a very happy life, and I. look 
on past years with great relish 1 think 1 
prefer life as it, wed to be.— People hustle 
about Loo; much today.”’ 


THE FAMILY. 

Lord aud Lady Coventry had nine children, 
ix sons and three daughters. “Two sons have 
since died, , The heir is Viscount Deerhurst, 
a grandson, whose father, the late Earl's 
eldest son, died in 1927. The new Earl, who 
ia thirty, married, nine years ago, the Hon. 
‘Nesta Donne’ Philipps, daughter of Lord 
Kylsant...They bave two daughteis. The 
dead ‘Bart's Wind son, Colonel the Hon. 
Gharles John Coventry, who died last June, 
took part in the Jameson raid in 1895. 
Was taken, prisofier at Katia by the Turks in 
April, 1916. -- son is the Hon. Sir 
Reginald Coventry, K.C., Recorder of Stoke- 
on-Trent.

The thirty-eighth annual meeting of the 
Roval National Hospital for Consumption for 
Ireland was held yesterday at 15 South 
Frederick street, Dublin. 

THE REPORT. | 

Major H. P. Wellesley, Chairman of the 
Board, in proposing the adoption of the annual 
report, said that the medical report was 
decidedly satisfactory. There was a further 
increase in the number of patients, but many 
were far too Jate to hope for any permanent 
improvement from the treatment. Medical 
practitioners were urged to send cases in the 
early stages of the disease. Graduated 
labour continued to be carried on with henefits 
to the patients. With regard to the expenses 
of patients coming into the house, there was 
ample scope for private benevolence, as many 
satients were outside the benefit of the 
National Health Insurance Acts. The Board 
appealed for support to the public to make 
up for the loss of subscribers hy death. 

Having mentioned that the hospital has no 
Government grant, the Chairman went on to 
pay a tribute to the late Sur William Thomp- 
son, one of the hospital 's consulting physicians, 
and expressed the thanks of the Board to 
every member of the staff, the work of the 
Linen League being also acknow ledged. He 
concluded by appealing to the public for 


increased help in view of the heavy expenses 


hy which the Board were faced this year. 
The painting of the exteyior of the hospital! 


will have to be carried out, and the recon-. 


struction of the drainage must be undertaken. 
The consultant staff also urged the installation 
of an X-ray apparatus. 

Major C. W. Battley, in seconding the 
motion, said that it could not be too strongly 
impressed upon the public that sanatorium 
treatment gives best results when patients 
were sent early enough to be properly treated, 

The motion was carried. 

TWO IMPORTANT MATTERS. | 

Proposing the re-election of the outgoing 
governors and the re-appointment of the 
auditors, 

Professor T. Gillman Moorhead stated that 
there were two points to which he would like 
to refer. In the first. place, he wanted to call 
attention to the fact that the gold treatment 
had been carried out in a number of cases 
during the past two years, with encouraging 
results. This treatment had been introduced 
in Denmark some. four or five years ago, 
and consisted in the injection of a gold salt 
called sanoerysin into the blood, with the 
object of destroying the bacillus of tuber- 
culosis without doing any damage to the 
body of the patient. Up to date, fairly 
cood results had been obtained, but the 
treatment was still only on its trial, and 
it was hoped that further investigation would 
lead to the discovery of something still 
better than sanocrysin Intelligent o- 
operation on the part of the public was 
very helpful in the proper estimation ol 
the value of new remedies, and it was im- 
portant that the public should try to under- 
stand how such remedies acted. Such 
knowledge would render them less lable to 
be led away by the extravagant claims and 
promises so often made for quite 
worthless substances. 

The other point that he wished to reter 
to was the establishment of a tuberculosis 
colony in connection with Peamount Sana- 
torium. At the’ annual meeting of New- 
castle Sanatorium in both 1928 and 1929 he 
had referred to the importance of establish 
ing such a colony, and he now felt that 
all those associated with Peamount Sana- 
terium should be congratulated on their 
energy and determination. He hoped, how- 
ever, that the colony would not be reserved 
for the exclusive use of patients treated im 
«4 single sanatorium, and that, as soon as 
possible, facilities would be given .to patients 
from other sanatoria to enter that colony. 
In his opinion, it was better to have—at 
any rate, at first—a single colony for the 
whole of the Free State, as it was more 
likely to progress satisfactorily than separate 
colonies attached to each sanatorium, Within 
limits, the bigger the colony became, the 
more likely was it to become genuinely self- 
stipporting. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF SANATORIA. 

In the fight against tubereulosis sanatoria 
continued té play a most important part. 
They had solved the problem of immediate 
treatment... Well-managed colonies would do 
much to solve the problem of aiter-treatment. 
In addition, he believed that the establish- 
ment of tuberculosis officers im every county 
in the Free State would help enormougly, 
hoth from the point of view of early 
diagnosis, and also by the introduction of 
more systematic home aid by means ol 
trained health visitors. ‘The average results 
obtained last year at Newcastle Sanatorium 
were extremely good. In group I. 26 per 
cent, of apparent cures were obtained; 15 
per cent. were much improved, and ló per 
cent. were improved, If a thorough system 
of after-care could be introduced, the large 
májority of these patients could be main- 
tained. in good health and fair working 
canacity for many years, and the cry that 
sanatoria had failed would no longer be 
heard. Sanatoria had not failed, but, up to 
recently the provision of after-treatment had 
failed, and he was glad to know that this 
deficten« v was now to he made good, 

In conclusion, he wished to call attention 
to the fact that there were now facilties for 
post graduate teaching in the sanatorium, 
and he was glad to say that during the past 
twelve months doctors desirous of becoming 
specialists in the treatment of tuberculosis 
had availed themselves of the facilities. 

The motion was seconded by Dr. F. T. 
Freeman and adopted. 

Sir John Moore, M.D., in proposing that 
best thanks of the meeting he given to 
the staff, said that the Board were fortunate 
in that respect. 

The motion was carried. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman brought 
the meeting to a close.

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HOW FASHION HITS THE 
FARMER, 
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THE SLUMP IN IRISH 
POTATO EXPORTS. 
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In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday, Sit Edward Archdale, the 
Minister of Agriculture, attributed the 
slump in the consumption of potatoes in 
Great Britain to a change of fashion, 
because young women, in a desire to be 
slim, now refuse to eat potatoes, and 
English merchants who heretofore bought 
large’ quantities of potatoes in Northern 
Ireland are now purchasing cautiously. 

Yesterday was the third day on which the 
Address in reply to the King’s Speech was 
discussed by the Northern House of Commons. 

Resuming the debate, Mr. J. M. Andrews, 
Minister of Labour, referring to the forth- 
coming legislation for medical benefits, said 
that the ceneral death rate and sickness rate 
were higher in Northern Ireland than across 
the water. The new measure, he said, would 
not entail an additional burden on the rates, 
nor in any way cause overlapping in existing 
services. Mr. Healy (Nationalist), he said, 
was obviously incorrect when he said that 
unemployment in Northern Ireland was worse 
than in 1922. Such statements without tacts 
or figures to support them created unrest and 
dissatisfaction among the people. He feared 
that some members opposite desired to.paint 
the picture darker than it was, for politica! 
reasons, He was glad to know that Mr. Healy 
approved of safecuarding, hut it was strange 
that while he and those beside him advocated 
safecuarding, other members of the House 
were supporting the Socialist Government in 
Westminster in its failure to declare its 
attitude regarding the McKenna duties, a 
failure causing unemployment and suffering 
in many places where they would not other- 
Wise éxyjst. The speech of the member for 
Pottinger (Mr. J. Beattie, Lab.) contained 
most ungenerous and untactful references to 
the createst of shipbuilding industries in the 
United Kingdom, that of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff. His opinion was that the com- 
munity were deeply indebted to the chairman 
and directors of their two local yards for the 
enterprise, courage, public spirit and humanity 
which they had displayed im a variety of 
ways. 

lt was unfair for Mr. Beattie to say that 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff were making large 
profits and not paying the workers adequate 
' Thev were paying trades onen 
here and in Great Britain, and he 
knew it was too true that no 
dividend was being paid on the 
Ordinary stock. In 1926 unemployment 
in the shipyards was 30.1;-now it was 14.6, 
It was untrue to say that the linen industry 
was down and out, but repeated statements 
that it was dewn and out were having an 
injurious effect. In 1925 employment in the 
linen industry was 45.7; now it was 16.2. 

The service of an engineer of repute had 
been secured to advise the Government as to 
the best means to secure an electrical supply 
throughout the Six County area as early as 
possible. 

EDUCATION DEMANDS, 

Speaking on the Education. Act, he said 
that he thought it was a pity that the 
religious question should be dragged into their 
discussions so. frequently. They were all 
Christians, and he would be the last to say 
anything that would offend members of ihe 
Opposition. If there was. not equality, the 
Government was anxious that they should be 
equality; ‘* but. if they want to be placed in 
a special position, with privileges of their 
ewn, a position of ascendancy, then it Is a 
demand which the Government can not or 
will not grant. My opinion is that no 
minority in any country in the world is so 
fairly treated as in Northern freland, In 
the Free State the minority are bound, 
whether they like it or not, to learn Irish. 
(Laughter from Nationalist benches.) 

AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nat.).. said that the 
amending Education Bill was not being 
brought in to satisfy the wishes of the 
members on the Opposition side of the 
House; it was being brought in to satisfy 
the clergy aud others who supported the 
Government, ““We claim no dancy in 
education,” he said, “and the” Minister of 
Labour made a mistake if he imagined that 
we claim more than what we believe to be a 
right, and .we*are not prepared : to. accept 
anything tess. We want no favours; we 
want justice, and we think that we are 
entitled to have it.’” 

He moved as an amendment fo the 
Address: “But humbly regret that no 
mention is made in the gracjous Speech from 
the Throne of the intention of the Govern- 
ment to. introduce any measure of alleviation 
for those engaged in the great industry of 
agriculture.” 

FARMERS AND BANKRUPTCY. 

Mr. McAleer (Nat.) seconded the amend- 
rent. He declared that some farmers who 
could not sell their potatoes were giving 
them away to poor people in their immediate 
neighbourhood. ‘*‘ Farmers are on the verge 
of bankruptcy, and they say that the Govern- 
ment has been weighed in the balance and 
found wanting.”’ 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister of Agriculture (Sir Edward 
Archdale) said that in addition to de-rating 
the Government spent many thousands of 
vounds upon schemes for assisting farmers, 
and young farmers tanght at their agricul- 
tural schools were more advanced than those 
produced in any agricultural schools in Great 
Britain. “We are also traiming young 
women in domestic service and farm pursuits. 
If anvone wants a good: wife they could not 
do better than go to young women; 
they will get good helpmeets, well able to 
do all household work, and be useful on 
farms.’’ (Laughter.) 

He attributed the slump in the consamp- 
tion of potatoes in Great Britain to the 
change in fashion amongst ladies, who desired 
to be “Young ladies want slim 
figures, and they will not eat potatoes,” he 
said, “and the merchants in the resorts in 
the South coast of England do not require 
as Many potatoes now as they did before.” 

He acided that there conid be no help for 
the farmers unless something could be ~done 
to prevent the dumpmg of foreign produce. 
It might be said that they had no power to 
put on tariffs and prevent this dumping, 
but m the Pree State the farmers were as 
badly off as those in Northern Ireland. 

Mr. J. H. Collins (Nat.) said that the 
ladies were heing blamed hy the Government 
for all the ills of Northern Ireland. Because 
they were wearing artificial silk knickers 
instead of linen the lmen trade was 
in a bad way. They were now told bv the 
Minister of Agriculture that because ladies 
want slim figures they would not eat 
potatoes. It was, however, the Government, 
that was responsible for the pres “nt position, 
because thev would rer seek powers Ie cor 
trol the trade of Northern Lreland. 

WHEN ADAM BLAMED EVE. 

Mr. Nixon (Independent, Woodvalé) said 
that Adam blamed Five for having eaten the 
apple, but the Northern Ministry for Agr 
eulture, in giving reasons for the depressiwo 
in agrievitare, blamed the ladies’ for not 
eating potatoes. Was there ever such a thing, 
he inquired, as a Minister coming along after 
ten years and blaming the ladies for the con- 
dition of the farmers. Farmers were down, 
but not out, because they were unable te 
get. out. 

Colonel Gordon (Government) said that one 
of the remedies for agricultural depression 
was té keep out foreign produce, and they 
hoped that England would introduce pro- 
taction. 

The amendment was defeated by 19 votes 
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Mr. J. H. Collins (Nationalist), resuming 
the debate on the motion, referred to the 
Education Act. He denied the assertion 
made by the Minister of Labour that the 
Catholics wished for ascendency in educa- 
tion. They were never parties to ask for 
ascendency. The Act of 1923 excludad all 
religion, and an amending bill was demanded 
by the Protestant clergy and leaders of the 
churches to establish religious teaching. 
Catholics always demanded religious teach- 
Ing, and when it was granted te others it 
should. be given to them. He pointed out 
that in Newry huge sums were spent on 
schools for Protestant children, and. nothing 
was given towards the building of Catholic 
schools. They appealed to the Government 
to put their heads together and to give to 
C ics the same building grants—or 
nearly the same grants—as they were giving 
to the other schools. But Catholics would 
not hand over the religious teaching of the 
Gen to others, and demanded the same

The operation of the rule governing the 
declaration of runners Gienta tous hours in 
advance worked with a smooth efficiency at 
Powerstown Park yesterday, and in this, and 
in every other respect, the meeting was a 
very cratifying success.
